Doctors told Mr. and Mrs. Kurtz an 
op eration could be p erformed to remove the daily- 
growing disfigurement, but that it was a gamble with 
the baby's life.

F.Io uise then faced beco ming an imbecile, a misfit 
in the wo rld. 
When Dr. Groff cut away the growth, he found 
that a thin tissue had sep arated it from the brain.
